At the end of January the 
excess of assets over liabili- 
ties had reached the record 
total of $23,668,855, having 
risen a further $800,000 dur- 
ing the month of January. 

In the thirteen months since 
January 1, 1940, revenue to- 
talled $59,257,070, of which 
special war taxation produced 
$6,691,829, - 

Ord nary revenue in the 
same period was $6,300,000 
over and above the revenue 
for the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. Every 
head of revenue was substan- 
tially pp excent the K.C.R. 
and licences, fines and for- 
feitures. 

Expenditure for the 18 
months was $52,679,383, leav- 
ing a surplus over the per- 
iod of $6,500,000, in spite of 
special war expenditure to- 
talling no less than $8,299,476.
